JONES LAW IS 
UNDER ATTACK 


Omaha Lawyer* Claim It 
Subverts .Jury 
System. 


OMAHA July 38— 
The Jones 
law was attacked in federal court 
Friday by attorneys for twenty de­ 
fendants who declared it to be un­ 
constitutional 
Federal Judge J W 
Woodrough listened to their argu­ 
ment and announced that lie would 
study 
several 
cases 
before 
an­ 
nouncing a decision. 
"If your contention is correct" 
the 
Judge 
remarked to Eugene 
O'Sullivan and George Meacfriam 
president of the Omaha Bar asso­ 
ciation. "It mould destroy entirely 
the present system of law " 
The court said it was obvious 
some members of congress wanted 
five-year sentences and 110.000 fines 
to be general for bootlegging and 
other members of congress thought 
such penalties too stiff. The Jones 
law permits a federal judge to Im­ 
pose such a penalty 
The Meacham attack on the law- 
centered on a section which reads 
It is the intent of congress that in 
imposing sentence hereunder, courts 
should discriminate between the 
casual or 
slight 
violations, and 
habitual sales of Intoxicating liquor 
or attempts to commercialize viola­ 
tions of the law ” 
This section he said. lakes from 
the Jury the power of determining 
fact*, and delegates legislative pow­ 
ers to the court 
"The Jones law provides an open­ 
ing wedge into that basic and fun­ 
damental part of our law which 
gives every Mtisen the right of trial 
y Jury." argued O’Sullivan 
"If 
this law is upheld, which takes away 
a portion of the Jury’* power. It 
opens the way for congress to pas* 
additional laws which may bring 
about complete abolition of the Jurv 
trial system."

The interest which

white house has shown In unearthing the records of 
democratic congressmen why are said to be sharply 
critical of the Hawley tariff bill. has been construed 
to mean the president, in the main, approves of the 
measure and Intends to wage an active fight for its 
final paasage 
He is reported to be planning to build 
a backfire under some of those who have been most 
active in opposition to St. 
Mr Hoover cannot afford to stand sponsor for the 
tariff measure which passed the house at the special 
session 
It is an outrageous repudiation of the spe­ 
cific pledge which the party and its leader made to 
the people of America last November. It* widespread 
Increase of duties on manufactured goods far more 
than offsets the benefits which the farmer may ex­ 
pect to receive from the advances granted in tariffs 
on articles produced on the farm 
The net result of 
its passage then, will be to increase the disparity 
which exists between the economic conditions of the 
farmer and the manufacturer. This is precisely what 
Mr. Hoover pledged himself and his party to correct 
Between the manufacturer and the farmer is a 
third great group which has a primary interest in this 
legislation 
T hat is the consumer. 
His welfare is 
menaced by the threatened general increase in tariff 
duties, unless such action is followed by general wage 
and salary advance*. 
The Hawley bill puts Into ef­ 
fect the highest tariff duties in the history of the 
United States. These extortionate rates upon manu­ 
factured products will be reflected in higher living 
costs for every family. 
What Mr Hoover said last 
fall should be done mas to lower tariff duties w hen­ 
ever possible in order to reduce the coat* of living 
in the United States.

CRIPPLING A NEBRASKA INDUSTRY. 
Nothing could better illustrate the lop-sided char­ 
acter of our national freight rate structure and the 
injury to western interests and industries resulting 
therefrom than the situation brought to public a t­ 
tention through an application flied by the railroads 
for an increase of approximately $34 per carload on 
cheese shipped from Scottsbluff and other producing 
points in northwestern 
Nebraska to

Now the interstate commerce commission has dealt 
the young Nebraska industry a severe blow by abol­ 
ishing the commodity rate on cheese from Wisconsin 
to the distributing centers here and placing that a r­ 
ticle under the fourth class tariff 
This cuts the rate. 
so far as Wisconsin producers are concerned, from 84 
to 70 cents per IOO pounds. 
The Nebraska railroads in 
the 
interest of ‘‘uni­ 
formity," as they claim, wish to make the same clas­ 
sification change within this state. If the effect here 
were the same as in Wisconsin, nobody would object. 
However, the basic adjustment of rate* in this ter­ 
ritory is different from that prevailing east of the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 
If the commodity 
rate in Nebraska were cancelled and the fourth class 
rate substituted for it, the effect would be to raise 
the transportation coat of cheese from $4 cents to 
88 cents per IOO pounds. 
There can be no excuse for such rank discrimina­ 
tion against a Nebraska product. 
The freight haul 
from Scottsbluff to Lincoln and Omaha is downhill 
with no heavy grade* to overcome and no centers of 
traffic congestion 
between. 
On the 
other 
hand, 
cheese shipped from Wisconsin must come through 
the crowded terminals at Chicago .over costly river 
bridges, and through a considerable extent of broken 
country where numerous cuts and fill* made railroad 
construction more expensive than it is here. 
More­ 
over, the distance is less from Scottsbluff to the clues 
mentioned than from Wisconsin. 
It Is not likely that 
Nebraska 
railroad 
officials 
would favor placing such a heavy penalty upon in­ 
dustries located within this aute. lf they had the 
m atter In their own hands 
Unfortunately, the roads 
are owned bark east, and the controlling interests 
there are not especially Interested In till* western 
country beyond getting as much revenue out of it as 
possible
